The nineteen forty-nine La Mezcla is dedi- 
cated to the spirit of the pioneers. The year 
nineteen forty-nine is significant to the people 
of California; for in this year they will be look- 
ing back to that dramatic beginning of our 
golden state. From that portentious beginning 
— one hundred years ago — the state has 
grown and prospered, and, fulfilling its prom- 
ise has become one of the most wealthy states 
of the nation. From Eureka to San Diego the 
state abounds in greater riches that the gold 
dug out by the forty-niners. 

Native Californians will look back and 
dream of the covered wagons that brought their ancestors from the east — fortune- 
seeking miners who came to stake their 'claims in the rugged mountains and to 
dig their fortunes in gold, homesteaders with their hopes of cultivating fertile 
farmlands and other adventure loving pioneers who could not resist the call of 
the west in that dramatic year of eighteen forty-nine. 

In 1949 all these courageous spirits will be remembered, for it is to them this 
golden state owes its great advancement in one-hundred short years. As the 
citizens of the state look back and reminisce, we too, the Armijo forty-niners, look 
back and dream of past adventures. It was to some sturdy pioneers in education 
that Armijo was organized in a room or two in the first Crystal Grammar School 
in Suisun. As the high school enrollment grew, Armijo was moved to Fairfield 
on the very grant which once belonged to a Mr. Armijo, who applied to General 
Vallejo for its purchase. Mr. Armijo, being permitted to buy the grant providing 
that he did not disturb the Indians then living here, little realized that he in time 
would give the high school his name for Armijo was called after the grant of 
land upon which it was built. Armijoites, looking back, see memories of a humble 
wooden building with an elegant cupola and a shed which sheltered the horses 
and buggies which brought the pioneer students of Armijo to school. 
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The scene changes, the wooden Armijo gives way to progress and a beautiful 
stucco modern Armijo took its place. The horse and buggy shed gave place to a 
modern shop building and the students doubled and trebled in number and still 
they came. It was during the fair of 1915 in San Francisco that Armijo took a prize 
for beauty and architectural design. And so she stood for many years, a symbol 
of beauty and education, until one fateful Sunday afternoon in December of 1929, 
when Armijo was consumed by flames, the origin of which was a mystery. But 
Armijo like the pioneers of old, faced disaster courageously and while the build- 
ing was still smoldering, one might say, the work of reconstruction was begun. 
Classes were held in the charred basement rooms to the tune of the rivet and the 
hammer. Education must go on! 

And today as the class of 1949 leaves Armijo's portals, it is with fond memories 
of one of the most up-to-date and most highly credited of schools. Numbering a 
student body of about 400 and a faculty of 21. Among these students who have 
taken the goal hidden in books and knowledge, there will go forth leaders of men. 
Surely, the state of California from the year 1849 is still digging and will continue 
to dig for the riches hidden in the fertile state of California.
